cienvly elevated to secure the city Irom 
attack on that quarter. 


In itie rear ul the city is an in>pene- 
trable mora«s or marsh, neatly encir­ 
cling it i on the margin of which are 
erected six redoubts, 
i he fort is 10 feet 
high» and the walls 12 f^et thick—it 
mounts 36 guns ; It is four squ,^re, with 
a bastion at each corncr, each mounting 
eight twenty-four poundets.with a glacis 
encircling ihc woik. 


I he city contains A'lout five hundred 
houses, built ot the kind of stone before 
described ■, has a population of ft«e ihou* 
sand souls priocipJIly Minorcans and 
natives of tne province. 
There are the 
remains of a convent and government 
houbc i the latter occupied by black 
iruops. The catholic chuich lesembles 
an old gothic building 
The city exhib­ 
its the l emains of ancient splendor, but 
is now evidently goii.g to decay. 


't he situation ut the country contigu* 
ous is very low, but exceeding writ

The atinosphcre, is perhaps, 
less humid than any country I have been 
in, and is I conceive, better calculated 
tor northern con»ittution« than any other 
southern siauui>s I have visited.
